Hr.  Molina  saw  Oswald  at  work  and  knew  Mb  but  never  talked  to  hie.  and 

didn't  know  him  personally.  Mr.  Molina  belongs  to  the  0.  j,  F'ena,  was  chairman 

of  that  croup.  This  was  a group  organised  orlmsrily  for  the  education  and 
betterment  of  Spanish  sneaking  veterans. 

On  November  ??,  1' 13  Mr.  Volina  not  to  work  about  7*00  am.  He  went  to  his 
office  on  the  Second  Floor.  He  stayed  there  until  shout  U:!i5  am.  He  did  not 
see  Oswald.  He  ate  his  lunch  in  the  coffee  room  on  the  third  floor  and  than 
went  outside  and  stood  on  the  first  step  of  the  Commerce  treet  entrance.  This 
wss  about  l?ilC  pm.  He  states  that  he  hoard  three  shots;  he  did  not  know 
whore  th«y  rsae  from.  Mr.  Molina  then  went  down  the  embankment  toward  Commerce 
Street,  saw  officers  closing  the  pate  to  the  parkin p lot  to  the  west  of  the 
School  Book  reposltory  building.  Mr.  Truly  then  went  hack  into  the  building  and 
staved  on  the  first  floor.  He  still  did  not  s®->  Oswald,  Mr.  Volina  states  he 
*»"  on  the  steps  with  Mr.  Shelly,  Mrs.  'Hant-on,  Kr.  Heed,  Mr.  Sanders  and  Eddie 
viper.  Molina  then  went  to  Sappers  on  Main  ."'treet  to  have  hi  a wife  pick  him  up, 
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as  sKe  couldn't  pet  into  the  area  of  We  School  Book  Depository.  Sr.  Volina 
stated  that  at  'sneers  ho  met  Kddie  Piper  again,  and  Piper  told  Mb  that  Oswald 
had  not  been  accounted  for  at  the  depository. 

Hr,  Volina  stated  he  did  not  belong  to  any  other  organisations. 

There  was  an  ■?HT  agent  present  at  this  interview.  The  agent's  name  is 
believed  to  be  Hosty.  This  report  written  February  IP,  196!)  from  notes  taken 
November  ?3,  1963.
